‘Elk’ 

A regional hunting anlhoiHy 
expedition has succeeded in fa- 
sell ling elk In Kamchatka. 

Elk live hi Ihe forest tundra 
on the Chukotka borders. Over 
recent years they have seltled 
all over the valleys of tire north- 
ern rivers. Swamps, mountain 
ranges and rapid rivers made |t 
Impossible for them, however, to 
penetrate to the Kamchatka Pe- 
ninsula. 

Rangers thought up a way of 
catching and transporting the 
forcat glams. They searched for 
tha animals in helicopters and 
then used aircraft to transport 
them to tha Kamchatka Rivar 
valley, 1.500 kilometres away. 
More than 50 animals have 
been settled In the peninsula. 

Resettling large animals la Im- 
portant not only from a zoolo- 
gical but also from an economic 
point of view. Once the elk be- 
come acclimatized to their sew 
surroundings, their numbers wfil 
be increased for hunting pur- 
poses. extensive feeding areas 
will be made use of for the’ first

Alexander GRADSKY 



This 32-ycar-old singer occupies a special place 
fa Ihe world of singing and variety music la our 
country. A talented actor who dramatizes each 
song, he possesses a powerful tenor, and Is at 
tho same tlrao a composer who has written music 
lor twelve films, lor an opera "Stadium", (or a 
children's ballet "Mowgir and Iot several vocal 
cycles. One or ihe la Her, called “Russian Songs", 
was released by Molodla last year. 

Gradshy has been singing for over Hlleen 
tears. The Slavyone and Sklfy amateur rock 
groups with which he began his career were 
largely Influenced by the Beatles 

Then Skomorokhl came along, a group with 
a markedly dramatic bent who tried to drama- 
tize every Item they sang. Gradsky led the group, 
singing and playing the lead guitar aud perform- 
ing mainly his own songs based on Ihe works 
ol Shakespeare, Burns, Aaeyov, Voznesensky and 
Pasternak. Gradaky's musical education was 
varied to pul 11 mildly: lie graduated from college 
as a violinist, from Ihe Gneslns Institute as a 
singer and Irani Ihe Moscow Conservatoire as a 
composer. It was at tho lalier Institution, In 


Prof. Tikhon KhreunlkoVs class, that he acquired 
a real knowledge ol Russian folk song. During 
song-collecting expeditions he heard for the 
first time how they sing in the country. In these 
slowly developing adventure-packed sagas ol ten 
or more couplets the song flowed freely some- 
limes lor as a long as hall on hour. Gradsky was 
also struck by Ihe rlchnoss of the musical tech- 
nique of folk music— the Intertwining melodic 
rreodom, unhindered rhylhnts, flexible metre and 
harmony, unusual articulation of vowels and 
consonants, and lla wonderfully broad range. A 
bold thought occurred lo him: Russian folk song 
and rock music have a lot tn common! Both deal 
with realism pure and simple, with strong con- 
trasts and emotional Interchange. Naturalness 
and simplicity is characteristic of both, while 
excessive Intricacy or aweetnesB are out of the 
question. Even the sound was similar— the simple 
reproduction of sound, "white sound". A paucity 
o! means accompanied by deep feeling, an un- 
precedented simplicity of expression. 

And this was how Gradsky'a elght-parl cycle, 
"Russian Songs”, appeared. While the folk texts 
have been preserved Intact, tho melodies ivera 
treated by him qullo freely. Tho only thing Ihat 
remained of the (oik melody was the Initial tune 
serving as a good springboard. From then on It 
wps all Gradsky. The cycle Includes lyrical and 
dramatic songs, limericks, songs for ring-dances, 
as well as soldiers' ditties. It finishes up with the 
old Russian revolutionary song "You fell the 
victim...' 1 , which develops into an Instrumental 
epilogue. Here Gradsky used a technique from 
contemporary symphonic music — collage, when 
fragments from Mozart's "Requiem" and Stra- 
vinsky’s “The Rite ol Spring 11 are combined wllh 
recordings of explosions, firearm shots, police 
whistles, Jet lighters... Gradsky followed his bent 
(or Russian folk music somewhat unexpectedly 
by the history ol Utopian socialism. He wrote a 
vocal cycle, "Utopia AG", based on poBlry by 
Plerre-Jean Baranger, Percy B. Shelley and Ro- 
bert Bums. Next came the lengthy 10-part "Sa- 
tyrs" cycle alter the verse of Ihe well-known 
prerevolutionary poet, Sasha Chorny. In “Sa- 
tyrs" he again used collage to reproduce the 
atmosphere ol Ihe time, the music climate of 
IB tO. Bessie Smith blues, a variety miniature by 
Vertinsky aud the trendy tango are combined In 
a single melody. Alexander Gradsky is full of now 
Ideas: he Is working on another Russian topic— 
a cycle based on the verse of Nikolai Rubtsov to 
be followed with songs alter Paul Eluard.
